Horse Hair Spakes.

Concerning sinuous and attenuated en-
tites, Dr. Gideon B. Smith addresses the
following communication to the Baltimore
Patriot:

It is
generally supposed to be produced from
a horse hair that has falien into the wa-
ter. This is of course a ridiculous com-
mon error. It is like all other organized
beings, animal or vegetable, a regular or-
ganized animal, propagated by its own
kind. Its scientiic name is Gordius A-
guaticus. Atthe present time, and for a
few weeks to come, it appears nearly white
or like a thread of gloss or white horse
hair, only a little Jonger. The above
plan will effectually prevent their being
swallowed. All pools and streams of wa-
ter in the middle and Southern States
are equally inbabited by them.”

T'hat each of the surviving, or the widow or
minorchildrenof decrased commissioned and
noncommissioned etficers, musicians, or pri-
vates, whether of regulars. volunteers, rang-
ers or militia, who ‘perlormed milttary ser-
vices in any regiment, company or detacih-
